Due to the BIA's recent case in Castro-Tum and our inability to administratively close in iight of this 
case, w/e will have to become more active in following Footnote 7 in the January 17, 2018 Director's 
memo. To reiterate, the memo excludes "non-status" cases from court performance measures. As 
we have discussed at previous Ij meetings, any judge can create a special status docket to place 
status cases on such special docket monitoring the progress of those cases. The Chief Judge has 
emphasized that judges must ensure an application is pending (vs. in the process of being filed) 
before it may be moved to a status docket. Therefore you should ensure you have receipts prior to 
placing a case on a status docket, (Note: I recognize that you have emphasized you will follow such 
procedure below.) Maria or Scott should be able to run a report for the 7A's; we had some problems 
running those in the past but should be able to do it now. Please keep me apprised how this status 
docket works for you and thank you for being proactive and creative in handling your docket.

Status Docket 



The status docket is intended to improve the efficiency and functionality of the 
Court, for use in conjunction with the other identified specialized dockets. 
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Benefits to Status Docket 


• Us will not need to preside over cases in a master calendar to repeatedly adjourn 
them. 

• Allows for additional cases to be added to existing master calendars to meet the 
Court Performance measures issued by the Director in Jan. 2018, while not 
overburdening the docket. 

• Status docket cases are exempt from the Court Performance measures. 


Establishing a Status Docket 

The docket must be maintained by a CA/SLA/LA team, with a designated IJ on rotation to 
rule on motions, review status updates, etc. 

1. Create "Status Docket" IJ Code in CASE (must be done by CA). 

2. Establish status docket hearing dates (i.e. every 6 months; more frequently for 
larger courts). 

3. During regular master calendars, Us should set aside any eligible 7A cases and 
inform the parties they will receive a status docket notice by mail. 

4. ROPs forwarded to centralized iocation for status docket scheduling by designated 
LA(s). 



6. Eligible cases taken from the 7A report can be reset onto the status docket, freeing 
up space for Us on future master calendars. 

Quick checklist for pulling from 7A report: 
o Must be currently set for a master calendar 
o Most recent adjournment code must be 7A 
o Must have an attorney listed, no pro se respondents 
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Scheduline & Manaeine the Pocket 


• A CASE identifier has been created in CASE to identify and track all status docket 
cases. LAs, when scheduling, select and add the "Status Docket" CASE monitoring 
code under the Case Info tab. 

• Status docket notice (D6) should indicate one month cail-up date for parties to 
inform the Court whether the case is ready to be returned to the active docket or 
remain on status docket (essentially, is the petition still pending?). 

• Once status updates are received (1-2 months prior to hearing date) and reviewed 
by the IJ on rotation, cases are processed accordingly (returned to originating IJ or 
continued on status docket). 

• Continuances on the status docket are done using adjournment code 7A. 

• Motions filed are held for 10-15 days for possible opposition before returned to IJ 
for adjudication. 

• Failure to submit a status docket update shall result in the case being returned to 
the active docket. 

• When returning a case to the active docket: 

1. Remove the "status docket" CASE monitoring code under Case Info tab. 

2. Attach the case return cover sheet and indicate reason for return. 

3. Ensure use of correct adjournment code.

Good Morning: 

The information below is intended for non-detained cases only. Detained cases are 
not eligible for the status docket 

OCIJ has asked us to implement a single special status docket for cases awaiting 
adjudication of a DHS application/petition. The process outlined herein removes 
cases coded with a 7A or 7B adjournment from ongoing master reset dockets and 
stores them separately under a special status docket IJ code, unscheduled for 
hearing, and with a call-up for an update on the status of the application/petition. 

Once the respondent provides an application/petition grant or denial in advance of the 
assigned call-up, the case is returned to the IJ to schedule back on their docket for 
immediate scheduling and adjudication of the matter. If in meeting the call-up the 
respondent advises the application/petition is still pending at DHS, the cail-up is 
extended to a later date. If the attorney fails to file a status update, the case is 
returned to the judge’s docket. This system will allow for greater master reset 
availability on your dockets to be able to handle the cases that are solely before the 
jurisdiction of the court. Please note the status docket only applies to represented 
respondents; pro se respondents should remain on the judge’s master calendar. 

To begin this new process, Judge Hoogasian will review the call-ups to determine if 
they should return to the active docket or if they should remain on the status docket. 

In the future, other Us may be asked to review the call-ups. Cases coded with a 7A or 
7B and appropriately placed on the status docket are exempt from case completion 
goals. 

Referring a case to the status docket is relatively easy: 

• The IJ should have a visa petition receipt notice or other indication the case is 
pending before a DHS component and adjourn the current hearing with a code 
7A or 7B (whichever applies) 

• Advise the parties the case will be placed on the status docket and that a 
notice of a call-up date will be sent to them shortly 

• Route the ROP with the attached cover sheet (SFR Status Docket Case 
Transfer) filled out to Scott 

I have attached a copy of a sample D6 notice sent to the parties to advise them of the 
status docket transfer. 


STAFF: 

The judges have already been given this information and had an informational 







meeting to discuss details. Your duties with regards to cases that qualify for status 
docket are simply to forward the ROPs to me. You should not take any steps in 
CASE. Judges have been told that motions to continue due to a pending application 
before DHS can be routed directly to me once the IJ has signed the motion granting 
the continuance. ! can serve the order along with the notification. Please provide a 
supply of the first page of the first attachment in the judge’s courtroom and 
chambers for their use.

I wanted to write to give you an update on the status docket 
for San Francisco and suggest some possible modifications 
that may help with added efficiency in processing the cases. 
The status docket in SFR has been a huge success with 
almost 600 cases moved to the docket to date. The judges like 
it and overall it’s easier for staff to return a case from the status 
docket than deal with an admin closure that’s gone to FRC and 
needs to be retrieved. I wanted to suggest the creation of a D6 
hearing notice for family cases similar to the T3 we use for 
noticing families for hearing. We get many family cases that 
get referred to the status docket and have to edit each D6 
notice to add the riders. Also, most of the referrals to the 
status docket come via "motion to set to status docket". There 
is no motion option for that in motions tracking so they are not 
being credited to the Us in their performance measures. 

Ideally, I think there should be a motion option for status 
docket referrals as well as for status docket returns. Thanks 
again for all your assistance in implementing this program in 
San Francisco.
